The former Army major' 
general made his charges in a j 
final appearance before a Sen- 1 
ate Armed Services subcom-!- 
mittee. ! 

After testifying for 90 nin-i 
utes, Walker repeated some of 
Ms statements before .tele- i 
vision cameras outside the 
hearing room and then struck, 
a reporter who -.ought to ques- 
tion him. 

Walker jabbed Tom Kcily of 
the Washington Dally .News 
lightly with a quick right in 
the left eye -after Kelly asked 
him a question. 

Then Walker, who at 52 
still looks to be in fighting 
trim, s trode from the Old 
i Senate Office Building to re- 
turn to Texas to resume his 
uphill campaign for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for gover- 
nor. 

.While Walker was testifying 
Rusk was across the street 4n! 
!the New Senate Office Build- 
ing at a Senate Foreign Rela-| 
tions Committee hearing on ; 
foreign aid. 

When reporters informed 


Rusk of Walker’s charge he 
said that it was “not worthy 
of comment” and that he was 
“happy to be linked to Mr. 
Rostow "

further comment on Walker's 
testimony. . 

Walker appeared somewhat 
haggard as he resumed his 
testimony (liter spending more 
than six hrtura before the sub- 
committee on Wednesday.

j When Bartlett sought ad- 
'j.Uional names from Walker, 
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the former general said. *‘I be- 
lieve their responsibility (a 
reference to Rusk and Ros- 
tow) will cover all the others." 

Throughout two day* of tes- 
timony Walker maintained 
that a secret “apparatus” has 
led the Nation to “dire peril” 
by following a “soft-lins pol- 
icy” toward communism. 

Walker went on to charge 
that the CIA determines na-. 
tlonal policy through its esti- 
mates of the capabilities of tfie 
Soviet Union. 

■ "The CIA,” he said, “figures 
but estimates In conformance 
with the soft-line policy al- 
ready determined by the State 
Department.” 

Without “a complete re- 
versal of the ‘no-win’ policy," 
Walker stated, the United 
States will be digging its own 
grave. . 

He said that the grave is 
now three feet deep, that ap- 
proval of the purchase of 
United Nations bonds will aid 
"six more inohes,” repeal of' 
the Connelly Amendment “art- j 
other foot,” and the State De- j 
partment program for disarm-! 
ment “three more feet — all I 
that is necessary." The Con-i
